COUNCIL 
HAS WARM 
SESSION 


Threats of a recall were shouted 
as Albany Mayor Charles F. 
Graeber attempted to walk out of 
Monday’s stormy City Council ses- 
sion, discussing a proposed busi- 
ness license tax and increased pay 
for policemen, 


As Mrs. Elizabeth Bechtel, de- 
feated candidate for councilwoman 
at Albany’s April election, was de- 
manding immediate action by the 
council on a proposal for a business 
license tax, a motion to defer con- 
sideration of the proposal and ad- 
journ the meeting was put by 
Councilman Frank Hays. 


The council immediately voted 
adjournment. Mayor Graeber left 
his seat and began to walk down 
the aisle, 


Proponents of the business li- 
cense plan blocked the Mayor's 
way. 

Unable to leave, Mayor Graeber 
returned to his seat and the coun- 
cil proceeded with its business— 
without, however, again referring 
to the license plan or the raise in 
pay for policemen. * 

The stormy debate was touched 
off when a delegation of six police- 
men, headed by Patrolman William 
A. Hydie, appeared to renew a re- 
quest for an 18 per cent pay in- 
crease and a 40-hour week. 

When councilmen objected that 
the city budget would not finance 
such an increase, several business 
men arose to put forward the busi-
